*That the Commiſſioners aforeſaid, have appointed in each of the reſpeQive places of Reception, a Clerk, who {ball keep an 
Accompt of the time when ſuch Sick and Wounded men were ſet on ſhore , out of what Ship they wereſo ſet, and how long they 
.continued under their ſeveral Cures ; the Commander with the Parſer of the Ship , and the Maior or other Chief Officer where thev 
happen to be ſet onſhore, are likewiſe to certifie the number of "the Perſons and the time of their Landing. 


— That the Maiors, Bailiffs , and other Chief Officers, in any the reſpeQtive places of Reception, are Ordered by His 
Majeſty and Councel , to take care and provide for good Quarters, and Billetting of all Sick and Wounded Sea-men, Mariners and 
Soldiers, ſo ſet on ſhore, with a Cerrificate as aforeſaid 3 which Quarters the ſaid Commiſſioners are to diſcharge. , 


That the Clerk of the Cheque in every of His Majefties Ports, upon coming in of any of His Majeſties Ships, ſhall of courſe, 
and ordinarily , but more eſpecially after any Fight or Engagement with the Enemy, ſend to the ſaid Commilſiioners, or their Depury 
or Deputies, a true Liſt of all Officers and,Sea-men, fick or wounded in ſuch Service , and fo ſet onſhore reſpeQively : Which Liſt 
ſhall be ſigned by the ſaid Clerk of the Cheque in order to the prevention and diſcovery of all falſe and pretended Certificates : And 
that the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any two of them , do take ſpecial care that His Majeſty be not doubly Charged with the Diet of the 

ſaid wounded and ſick men , both on ſhore and aboard the Ship during the time of their Cure; in order to which the Clerk of the 
; Cheque, or other Officer , or Muſter-Maſter , are hereby commanded to obſerye ſuch Orders and DireRions as they ſhall from time 
' t@gime receive from the ſaid Commiſſioners or any two of them. _ | | 


The ſaid Commiſſioners or any two of them ſhall take care that ſo ſoon as any Mariners or Soldiers are recovered of their Sick- 
| neſs or Wounds, they be forthwith returned to their reſpective Ships, unlefle diſabled by lefſe of Limbs or otherwiſe. 


. That che Commiſſioners aforeſaid, or any two of them do ſeriouſly confider the Condition and Damage of all ſuch perſons as 
ſhall be Wounded in His Majeſtics Service at Sea, and certifie the principal Officers and Commiſſioners of His Majeſties Navy their 
| ſeveral and reſpe&ive conditions, for their proportionable relief out of the Cheſt. 


That the ſaid Commiſſioners, or any two of them , are likewiſe duly to conſider the condition of the Widows , Children, 
and Impotent Parents of ſuch as ſhall be lain in His Majeſties Service at Sea, and ive them ſuch relief as may be agreeable to the 
Rules of Charity , and may demonſtrate the Kings Senſe of their ſuffering Condirion. And that all Deceits in abuſe of the Kings 
Bounty may be prevented ( in the Diſtribution of it accordingly ) two or more Superiour Officers upon every Ship, together with the. 
Purſer, ſhall of courſe, and ordinarily at the coming in of every Ship, but more eſpecially and extraordinarily after any Fight or 
Engagement with the Enemy , ſend to the Commiſſioners or their Deputies upon the place, a true Liſt of all ſuch Officers, Sea-men, 
and Souldiers as were wounded or ſlain in ſuch Service', reſpeQively mentioning thoſe that are wounded in what manner , whether 
by loſſe of Lymb or what elſe may render the party more remarkable ; thar ſo the Parents, Widows , or Orphans of ſuch as ſhall 
be ſlain, or diſabled to Work , may receive His Majeſties Bounty according to their ſeveral Merits. 
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
